Apartment vacancies in the Chicago area 
were relatively unchanged in the second quar- 
ter but rents continued to edge up, real estate 
research firm Reis Inc. said. 

The local apartment vacancy rate was 3.6 
percent, down o.1 percent from the first quar- 
ter and an annualized decline of 0.5 percent. 

The average effective rent locally, a measure 
that includes the value of enticements such as 
free rent offered to tenants, was $1,058.01 in 
the second quarter. That’s an increase of 0.6 
percent from the first quarter and of 2.5 per- 
cent from 2012’s second quarter. 

Nationally, the apartment vacancy rate was 
unchanged in the three months that ended in 
June, the first time in two years that the rate 


failed to tighten, in a sign that a wave of new 
properties may be easing market conditions, 
according to Reis. 

The national vacancy rate was 4.3 percent, 
unchanged from the prior quarter though 
down from 4.8 percent a year earlier, accord- 
ing to preliminary figures Reis released Mon- 
day. The vacancy rate is 3.7 points below the 
cyclical peak of 8 percent at the end of 2009. 

“The apartment market has been on a 
spectacular run,” said Ryan Severino, senior 
economist for Reis. “It’s been an awesome re- 
covery since early 2010.” But with more new 
properties being developed, he said, “there 
are only so many people who can rent units; it 
has to slow down.” 

Nationally, asking rent during the second 
quarter rose by 0.6 percent, to an average 
$1,109.73 a month. A year earlier, rents jumped 
II percent.

The CTA has retained about 90 percent of 
its South Side Red Line riders during the 
shutdown of the southern section of the Red 
Line, which began in mid-May. 

These riders have opted to use free shuttle 
service, Red Line trains rerouted to Green 
Line tracks, Orange and Green line trains, 
and bus routes that parallel the Red Line 
during construction. The project shuttered 
nine stations south of Roosevelt Road begin- 
ning May 19 and is expected to run through 
Oct. 19. 

“The additional alternative service op- 
tions out there are working,” CTA spokes- 
woman Tammy Chase said. “We knew that

‘Pwo weeks have passed since a ntighba 
knocked on Mortashs Stinpley's dear with 
the grin avews: Her te-year-old daugh- 
ter Marissa had been gunned ceown [usr 
blacks from eheie Pack Nianer lane, 

“I asked her, “Where’s Marissa at, 
where’s my baby?’ ” Stingley said, fighting 
back tears. “She said, “Marissa got shot,’ 
and pointed to her eye.” 

Stingley said she talked to detectives 
later that day and hasn’t heard from them 
since. Now about two weeks later, she fears 
her daughter has been forgotten. 

“I have done everything in my power to 
keep my kids safe,” said Stingley, a single 
mother who also has two sons, 6 and 18. 
“This is the one time I couldn’t. I just want 
to know why. What happened to my baby?” 

Police reported no arrests as of Wednes- 
day and could provide no description of 
the shooter, except that he fled in a black 
SUV after opening fire at another car about 
2:30 a.m. on June 25 at a stoplight at 73rd 
Street and King Drive. 

Marissa Boyd-Stingley was one of five 
passengers inside that other car. She was 


shot im the head, ancl anaher wieman, a 
neighbor, was wounded in the hand. Three 
men, one aged 2 ancLowo aged ss, alsowere 
dhet: aoe da the cheese, one in the sheul- 
der and the other in the hanel, potice saicl, 
Boyd-Stinghey was the only one whe dice, 

Nortasha Stingky sali she hod felt 
something wasn’t right thar nighe ane had 
called her daughter early thar marning, 
worried. 

“T woke up and sat straight up in my beel 
and called her,” she said. Tt was shortly be- 
fore 1 a.m.
